The pro blem o f impro v ing traffic co ndi­ 
tio ns and le.ssening mo to r accidents is no t 
co nfined to any city o r state. Figures based 
o n a surv ey co v ering the 
states in which 
v ital statistics are reco rded, rev eal interest­ 
ing data co nceding accident deaths. 
In the first place, it is sho wn that o ne- 
fo urth o f all fatalities by accidents in the 
United States in 192.'1 were fro m mo to r car 
accidents. Such deaths were twice as num­ 
ero us in cities as in rural districts. 
Only 
three stntes, Kentucky , Wy o ming and Missis­ 
sippi, had mo re deaths fro m railro ads than 
fro m mo to r cars. 
Califo rnia had the highest mo rtality rate 
fro m mo to r accidents, 82 .6 to 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 o f po p­ 
ulatio n. 
Mississippi had the lo west, 4 4 to 
1 0 0 ,0 0 0 . The latter state is likely to pick up 
with po pulatio n gro wth, ro ad dev elo pment 
and increased u.se o f auto mo biles, unless it 
dev ises new and better way s to so lv e the 
pro blem that ev ery state is facing 
Of 6 6 cities o f 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 po pulatio n o r mo re 
Camden, N. J., had the highest mo rtality 
rate fro m mo to r car accidents and New Bed­ 
fo rd, Mass., the lo west. 
Fo rt Wo rth, Tex ., 
seems to be the safest city o f its size in the 
land. Its fatality rate fro m all kinds o f acci­ 
dents was o nly 4 7 .8. 
Such figures may no t reduce the prev ent­ 
able death to ll in themselv es, but they help 
to emphasize the j» « ed fo r pro mpt and wise 
actio n.

This is said after o thers hav e tried to ex ­ 
plain the epidemic which has recently swept 
the co untry by culling it educatio nal. 
Like o ther guessing games and puzzles 
and wit-teasers, the cro ss-wo rd puzzle i.s 
rather fun if no t taken to o serio usly . 
Ono 
that is clev erly wo rked o ut and then so lv ed 
quickly fo r pastime ceHalnly do es no o ne any 
harm and sen es the punió se o f any similar 
game. 
Hut the cro ss-wo rd puzzle fad that has 
taken so many ho mes by sto rm pro bably has 
little to reco mmend it. When ho urs o f time 
are spent in so lv ing these imzzles o r in mak­ 
ing up po sers to set befo re o ne’s friimds, the 
thing has go ne to an ex treme, and ex tremes 
are rarely who leso me o r ju.stifiable. 
Peo ple who cry o ut against the cro ss­ 
wo rd puzzle, ho wev er, are almo st as fo o lish 
as tho se who take it as serio usly as their 
daily bread The v ery fact that this o ld pas­ 
time has suddenly sprung into natio nal and 
almo st internatio nal pro minence and that 
“ ev ery biHiy is do ing it” po ints to its early 
do wnfall.

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Motor Car Killings 
The problem of improving traffic condi­ 
tions and lessening motor accidents is not 
confined to any city or state. Figures based 
on a survey covering the 8 states in which 
vital statistics are recorded, reveal interest­ 
ing data concerning accident deaths. 
In the first place, it is shown that one- 
fourth of all fatalities by accidents in the 
United States in 1928 were from motor car 
accidents. Such deaths were twice as num­ 
erous in cities as in rural districts. 
Only 
three states, Kentucky, Wyoming and Missis­ 
sippi, had more deaths from railroads than 
from motor cars. 
California had the highest mortality rate 
from motor accidents, 82.6 to 100,000 of pop­ 
ulation. 
Mississippi had the lowest, 44 to 
100,000. The latter state is likely to pick up 
with population growth, road development 
and increased use of automobiles, unless it 
devises new and better ways to solve the 
problem that every state is facing 
Of 66 cities of 100,000 population or more 
Camden, N. J., had the highest mortality 
rate from motor car accidents and New Bed­ 
ford, Mass., the lowest. 
Fort Worth, Tex., 
seems to be the safest city of its size in the 
land. Its fatality rate from all kinds of acci­ 
dents was only 47.3. 
Such figures may not reduce the prevent­ 
able death toll in themselves, but they help 
to emphasize the need for prompt and wise 
action. 


Nonsensical Crosswords 
* 
Here is a brave man who dares to cross 
the cross-word puzzlers. The superintendent 
of schools in Kansas City, Mo., comes right 
out bluntly and says: 
“The cross-word puzzle In not only a fud, but It 
In nonsensical, and, like all puzzles, it bas very little 
educational value. 
We need to teach things In the 
schools that have some bearing on life’* problems. 
Tho cross-word puzzle is u fad, aud It bas no placo 
In the curriculum of any school." 
This is said after others have tried to ex­ 
plain the epidemic which has recently swept 
the country by calling it educational. 
Like other guessing games and puzzles 
and wit-teasers, the cross-word puzzle is 
rather fun if not taken too seriously. Ono 
that is cleverly worked out and then solved 
quickly for pastime certainly does no one any 
harm and serves the purpose of any similar 
game. 
But the cross-word puzzle fad that has 
taken so many homes by storm probably has 
little to recommend it. When hours of time 
are spent in solving these puzzles or in mak­ 
ing up posers to set before one’s friends, the 
thing has gone to an extreme, and extremes 
are rarely wholesome or justifiable. 
People who cry out against the cross­ 
word puzzle, however, are almost as foolish 
as those who take it as seriously as their 
daily bread The very fact that this old pas­ 
time has suddenly sprung into national and 
almost international prominence and that 
“everybody is doing it” points to its early 
downfall. 


Radio Dictatorship 


Secretary of Commerce Hoover withdraws 
his support from pending legislation for com­ 
plete federal radio regulation. He thinks the 
time has not come yet for such action, be­ 
cause radio development is still in the forma­ 
tive stage, with conditions likely to develop 
which cannot be foreseen now. 
It wifi be enough, suggests Mr. Hoover, if 
the present very general radio laws are con­ 
tinued, with only such amendment as is 
needed to give the department of commerce 
better control over wireless communication. 
What tho secretary asks for seems to be 
really blanket powers to go ahead and regu­ 
late the industry as it develops from stage to 
stage, until bach time as it is established 
definitely enough to warrant more specific 
regulation by congress. Ordinarily congress 
and the public might both balk at such a sug­ 
gestion. 
It is generally felt, however, that 
Secretary Hoover's control of radio so far 
has been cautious and wise, interfering as lit­ 
tle as possible with natural development, and 
he can probably be trusted not to abuse any 
authority granted him in this field.

Hut In nut trees, as in oth* > 
forms of life, superior specimens occur by chams 
once in a while. The seed from a superior nut tr 
can he planted and by experimental work the d* - - 
able qualities are established. 
This was don** cen­ 
turies ago with the Persian walnut, and the resuP* 
was so widely appreciated 
that in 
time th* tree' 
were planted by travelers and conquerors oil over 
Asia and Europe. 
The black walnut, however, is Just emerging 
from its .-Cinderella stage. The shell of a nut would 
seem to be an unimportant part of it, b eca u se it is 
quickly removed and cast aside. 
And yet the shell 
is really so important that a nut's popularity * anno'. 
be established if it is handicapped in this respect. 
The rough, heavy shell, blackened by the stain from 
the outer husk, has always seriously damaged tho 
native walnut’s chances in the market.

The pecah industry of the south is also d o n - 
surprisingly well, in view of the difficulties it ba­ 
llad with speculation, bad years and some misguided 
enthusiasm. 
The first success with cultivated, thin 
shelled pecans attracted such great interest In th ' 
southern pecan orchards that speculators bought up 
quantities of land cheap and planted pecans and so! I 
the “orchards” for large profits. For a time it look, t 
as though American 
speculation in pecans 
might 
rival the national record for oil speculation.

pecan planters who succeeded took the trouble lo 
Investigate conditions and to go into th*1 business to 
a strictly practical way. 
For such specialists, the pecan industry is » 
sound one in the south. 
Pecans fill a gap in scut) 
era agriculture, because they can be grown iii th* 
rich, well drained bottom lands which are not sub 
able for fruit culture, and which cannot be plan’* J 
to better advantage than with the pecans. 


G RO W N IN ODO C O R N E R S 
The fact about nut trees which should r . . >rw 
mend them particularly to Americans is that one • r 
two trees can be planted in an odd corner or lard 
and the nuts can be disposed of as an incidental so-> 
of profit. C. A. Reed, nut culturist of the department 
cf agriculture, says that there are few large section- 
of this country in which some kinds of nut tree 
cannot be grown, and 
that Americans 
should rn 
longer neglect these profitable, usseful and 
trees. 
A nut of the black walnut tree planted in an un 
used corner of good, moist, well drained soil ma?, 
produce a peck of nuts when it is only six years old. 
From that early start, a walnut tree, if well < are I 
for, may go on bearing nuts each year for the bes’ 
part of a century—and, then again, It may bear mb* 
very irregularly. 
The point is that lf the tree I 
standing on unused ground, any nuts whatever rep 
leBent profit. 
At the same time the tree is givinu 
shade, and by the time it is 40 or 60 years old I* 
may be worth several hundred dollars aa viinbe. 
The same facts apply, more or less, to the hickory 
and other nut trees. 
Walnut is emphasized mal a1' 
because it grows in most parts of the country b 
cause it has great value as a timber crop and b* 
cause the demand for the nuts is increasing. 
walnut is one of the few nuts which retain the'* 
flavor after cooking. 
Eastern Tennessee alone 
marketing 200,000 pounds of black walnut kern* *1 
a year. 
In a farm ers’ bulletin on the subject of blae) 
walnut, Mr. Reed says: "There is enough unused 
but fetile land well suited to walnut planting o-i 
steep hillsides, along ditches, on stream banks, b 
roadways, in private lanes and drives, fence corners 
parks, dooryards, to afford abundant opportunity o 
rapid and no:mal expansion of the black wa.nut in 
dustry at Inappreciable cost.

Tho problem of improving1 traffic condi­ 
tions and lessening motor accidents is not 
confined to any city or state. Figures based 
on a survey covering the 3 states in which 
vital statistics are recorded, reveal interest­ 
ing data concerning accident deaths. 
In the first place, it is shown that one- 
fourth of all fatalities by accidents in the 
United States in 1923 were from motor car 
accidents. 
Such deaths were twice as num­ 
erous in cities as in rural districts. 
Only 
throe states, Kentucky, W yoming and M issis­ 
sippi, had more deaths from railroads than 
from motor cals. 
California had the highest mortality rate 
from motor accidents, 82.6 to 100,000 of pop­ 
ulation. 
Mississippi had the lowest, 44 to 
100,000. The latter state is likely to pick up 
with population growth, road development 
and increased use* of automobiles, unless it 
devises new and better ways to solve the 
problem that every state is facing 
Of GG cities of 100,000 population or more 
Camden, N. J., had the highest mortality 
rate from motor car accidents and New Bed­ 
ford, Mass., the lowest. 
Fort Worth, Tex., 
seems to be the safest city of its size in the 
land. Its fatality rate from all kinds of acci­ 
dents was only 47.3. 
Such figures may not reduce the prevent­ 
able death toll in them selves, but they help 
to emphasize the mech! for prompt and wise 
action.

This is said after others have tried to ex­ 
plain flu' epidemic which has recently swept 
the country by culling it educational. 
Like other guessing games and puzzles 
and wit-teasers, the cross-word puzzle is 
rather fun if not taken too seriously. 
One 
that is cleverly worked out and then solved 
quickly for pastime certainly does no one any 
harm and serves the purpose of any similar 
game. 
But the cross-wo rd puzzle lad that has 
taken so many homes by storm probably has 
little to recommend it. When hours of time 
are spent in solving these puzzles or in mak­ 
ing up posers to set before one’s friends, the 
thing has gone to an extreme, and extremes 
art* rarely wholesome or justifiable. 
People who cry out against the cross­ 
word puzzle, however, are almost as foolish 
as those who take it as seriously as their 
daily bread The very fact that this old p*u»- 
time has suddenly sprung into national and 
almost international 
prominence and that 
“everybody is doing it” points to its early 
downfall. 


Radio Dictatorship 


Secretary of Commerce Hoover withdraws 
his support from pending legislation for com­ 
plete federal radio regulation. He thinks the 
time has not come yet for such action, be­ 
cause radio development is still in the forma­ 
tive stage, with conditions likely to develop 
which cannot tie foreseen now. 
It wiA be enough, suggests Mr. Hoover, if 
the present very general radio laws are con­ 
tinued, with only such amendment as Is 
nettled to give the department of commerce 
better control over wireless communication. 
What the secretary asks for seems to lie 
really blanket powers to go ahead and regu­ 
late the industry as it develops from stage to 
stage, until ouch time as it is established 
definitely enough to warrant more specific 
regulation by congress. Ordinarily congress 
and the public might both balk at such a sug­ 
gestion. 
It is generally felt, however, that 
Secretary Hoover’s control of rail lo so far 
has been cautious and wise, interfering as lit­ 
tle as possible with natural development, and 
he can probably be trusted not to abu.-** any 
authority granted him iii this field.

The early colonist.s ignored ti 
delicious fruit of the black w alnut tree, which was 
so plentiful here, and chose to Im port tho so-called 
English walnut. 
This tree which is officially known 
as tho Persian walnut, bore w hat the colonists re ­ 
w arded as a civilized Bort of cut. 
It bad an easily 
cracked shell, and very good flavor.

looking, and the tree waa attractive for ornam ent .ti 
purposes.

The seed from a superior nut tr -<■ 
can ho planted and by experim ental work the d o ­ 
able qualities are established. 
This was done cen­ 
turies ago with the Persian w alnut, and th e resul' 
was so widely appreciated 
thut in 
time the tre i- 
w ere planted by travelers and conquerors oil ovei 
Asia and Europe. 
The black walnut, however, is Just emerging 
from Its.-Cinderella stage. The shell of a nut would 
seem to be an unim portant part of it, because It is 
quickly removed and cast aside.

Siberia, were confined entirely to the 
ships, because the Chinese govern­ 
m ent had denied them perm ission to 
land.

th at it was necessary for many of tho 
mon to spend alm ost all of tho time 
in tho dark holds. W hen they were 
brought ashore recently by tho Rus­ 
sian Refugee Relief com m ittee here, 
m ost of them could see nothing in 
daylight. 
Tho men are now being housed in 
sm all Chinese dwellings, w here con­ 
ditions are little b etter; 
but they 
have the benefit of m edical attention, 
of which they are 
desperately 
in 
need. Each of them is granted a sub­ 
sistence allowance of fifteen copper 
cents daily (about five cents gold!. 
They are also provided w ith soup, 
bread aud tea once a day. 
The Refugee com m ittee is making 
a strenuous eft o rt to get them out 
of Shanghai as there are not sufficient 
funds available here. 
A party of 125 of them has already 
been dispatched to Ilailar, M anchuria.
